Because the last program guide was all taken up with election information, 
we didn't have a chance to point out to you the new expanded broadcasting hours. From 
now until who-knows-when, the station will be on the air earlier in the afternoon on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, Fridays, and Saturdays. On Tuesday and Saturday, we will begin 
the evening broadcasting one half hour earlier (5 p.m. and 6 p.m. respectively) with 
an evening raga. On Thursday and Friday, we will be on the air TWO BIG HOURS earlier, 
(that's 3:30 p.m. instead of 5:30) with mostly scheduled stuff, like classical or 
ethnic or jazz or occasionally rock music or light talk. (Don't call and ask what 
light talk is, just listen) Eventually, we may get an AFTERNOON MAN (or Woman) to 
do a regular program, but for now the events of those afternoons will be listed in 
the guide, as they are in this one. That all adds up to TEN MORE HOURS 6n the air 
per guide, and all for the same thrifty subscription price. HOWEVER, if you applaud 
this benevolent action on our part, and wish to show your overwhelming appreciation, 
you might drop us a line about what you'd like to hear in the afternoon and enclose a 
dollar or two to make sure we are able to stay on in the first place. Does that 
sound grasping and money hungry? Well, this is the money hungry time of the year, and 
we are trying desperately to get a few dollars ahead at the bank to have something to 
fall back on this summer, when subscriptions are LOW and times are extremely tight. 
So, if you have a friend who might be interested in the station, or you yourself have 
a few extra cents, think about good old tax deductible KRAB. Not only do we love you, 
we NEED you.
